An impressive gathering of Territorial gold pieces and scarce California gold ingots highlight the 
October Heritage U.S. Coins event, presented in our Chicago office at 215 West Ohio Street (located 
in the vibrant River North area, near downtown Chicago and the Magic Mile).

The Premier Session literally glitters with gold, headlined by The Marcello Collection. A spectacular 
Kellogg fifty is the collection centerpiece - the "king" of Territorial gold coins - graded PR63 NGC. It 
is the third-finest of just 14 Kellogg fifties traced in our roster of known examples. An 1851 Lettered 
Edge Humbert octagonal fifty dollar gold piece is nearly as impressive and noteworthy. This Select 
Uncirculated coin is the Kagin-4 variety, certified MS63 ★ NGC, with reflective - almost prooflike - 
surfaces. There really is no comparable specimen of the variety, since no other coin is certified finer 
than MS62 by either service.

Large Date type - graded MS64 NGC, where it is tied for finest-known. 

• A challenging 1873-CC Arrows quarter certified AU55 NGC will cross the block, the only Carson 
City quarter of the With Arrows type, and a rare Condition Census example. 












A 1794 Flowing Hair silver dollar, VF Details, is always in demand as our nation's first silver dollar. 
A rare 1849 PR64 PCGS Seated Liberty half dollar is one of only six pieces traced, Ex: Garrett.

Noe-1, 
W-430, Salmon 1-A, R.3. 70.4 gn. Medium steel-gray toning 
dominates, though glimpses of pearl-white are also present. The 
strike is generally good, with moderate weakness on the central 
obverse and a few right-side letters. Mint-made clips affect the tops 
of MASAT. Close inspection reveals a few unobtrusive marks; the 
most relevant west of the X in XII. The Oak Tree coinage was less 
crude than the preceding New England and Willow types from the 
nascent Boston Mint.

3002 1652 Pine Tree Shilling, Large Planchet XF40 PCGS. Noe- 
8, W-740, Salmon 7-E, R.4. 69.6 gn. A charming silver-gray 
example of the classic Colonial type. The rocker press imparted 
waves evident near the top and base of the tree; these cause small 
areas of uneven wear west of the tree roots and above the date. The 
peripheral legends are nearly complete with only the tops of HVS 
off the flan. Listed on page 51 of the 2019 Guide Book. NGC ID#

3003 (1659) Lord Baltimore Sixpence XF45 PCGS. Hodder 2-C, 
W-1060, R.5. Die alignment: 180°. Small Bust. No stop after 
MVLTIPLICAMINI. The obverse shows light circulation, mostly 
observable over the high points of Cecil Calvert’s hair. The strike 
is uneven, with the initial letters of MARIAE faint and the features 
of Calvert’s face soft. The reverse is generally bold, though with 
similar incompleteness of strike found toward the left center of 
the coin, with the V of the denomination being weak. An old 
scratch extends from the left of the crown to the rim. Both sides 
are pleasing silver-gray, with slightly darker toning in some of the 
protected areas of the legends and devices. Well-centered for the 
issue. There are traces of a misplaced M punched between the C 
and A of MVLTIPLICAMINI, a diagnostic for this die. A fine 
selection for the advanced Early American type set.

3004 1793 C-3, B-3, R.3, Fine 12 PCGS. The legends and berries 
are nicely defined on this minimally abraded chocolate-brown 
representative. One small spot is noted on upper left corner of the E 
in STATES, and a minor, narrow lamination traverses through the 
shoulder curls. The 1793 is a single-year type struck during the first 
year of coinage at the U.S. Mint. Our EAC grade VG8. NGC ID#

1793 C-4, B-4 Half Cent, VG8 
Final Variety of the Issue 




3005 1793 C-4, B-4, Low R.3, VG8 PCGS. Roger Cohen and Walter 
Breen agreed that the C-4, B-4 die combination was the final half 
cent variety struck in 1793. Although exhibiting microscopic 
corrosion, this medium chestnut brown example has a pleasing look 
with its faint blue overtones.

1833 Half Cent, PR65 Red and Brown 
C-l, B-l, Only Dies for the Issue 



3006 1833 PR65 Red and Brown PCGS. CAC. C-l, B-l, R.5 as a 
proof. The number of proof half cents struck in 1833 is unknown, 
as no detailed records of proof strikings were kept in that era, 
but the production total was certainly small. PCGS CoinFacts 
estimates the surviving population at 30-40 examples in all grades 
today, and specimens in PR65 condition, with Red and Brown 
surfaces, are very rare. This delightful Gem exhibits razor-sharp 
definition on all design elements and an interesting die crack 
travels from star 2 through star 7, and into the field beyond. Despite 
the lengthy die crack, this coin is from an early state of the dies, 
without the reverse clash marks inside the wreath noted for Manley 
Die State 1. The virtually pristine surfaces show an attractive mix 
of original red and magenta toning, with a few hints of olive and 
lilac in selected areas. A single inconspicuous carbon spot above 
E in UNITED acts as a pedigree marker. Our EAC grade PR63.

3007 1793 Wreath, Vine and Bars Edge, S-8, B-13, R.3, VF30 PCGS. 

The horizontal stem identifies the obverse, and a triangle-shaped 
bow identifies the reverse. Sheldon-8 is scarcer than the S-9 variety 
usually paired with the ‘horizontal stem’ obverse. Offered here is 
well balanced violet-brown example that is notable for its lack of 
often-seen granularity. Normal softness on ON and CEN within 
the wreath.

S-285, B-2, Problem-Free Surfaces 



3009 1810 S-285, B-2, R.2, AU58 PCGS. Breen Die State III. A die 
crack travels through the last two numerals in the date and the stars 
on the right, and strong clash marks show inside the wreath on the 
reverse, identifying a fairly late die state of this popular type issue. 
Only a trace of wear shows on the well-detailed design elements, 
but heavy die deterioration is evident at the tops of the letters in 
STATES, which blur into the field. The glossy chocolate-brown 
surfaces show only minor signs of contact. Our EAC grade AU50.

Tied for Seventh Finest Known 



3008 1794 Head of 1794, S-47, B-39, R.4, VF30 PCGS Secure. 

Ex: Christensen-Reynolds-Boka Collections. Die State II: A faint 
die crack joins the rim to the wreath just left of the first A in 
AMERICA. Other die cracks on this reverse die are difficult to 
see. Die state evidence suggests that all examples of S-47 were 
coined between the earliest two die states of S-48. Both sides of this 
pleasing cent exhibit olive, chestnut, and steel toning. The surfaces 
exhibit numerous trivial handling marks, and a diagonal planchet 
lamination is evident in the left obverse field. 

S-47 is a scarce variety, overshadowed by its famous neighbor, 
the S-48 Starred Reverse. Perhaps 150 examples of S-47 survive, 
almost all in low grades. The ANS has the finest known that Del 
Bland grades XF45. Second finest is just VF30. Del Bland grades 
this example VF20, and tied for seventh finest known. Our EAC 
grade VF25.

3010 1811 S-287, B-l, R.2, AU55 PCGS. Numismatic tradition 
dictates that overdates (such as the 1811/0 cent) are listed before 
normal date varieties in the standard references. However, that 
does not always mean they were struck first. Walter Breen reported 
that “evidence suggests that the normal date came first.” Because 
the obverse and reverse dies were unique to this die marriage, 
true emission placement relies on other factors. Breen placed the 
overdate second because its reverse die was reused in 1812. Aside 
from trivial patches of corrosion, this is a lovely example with 
pleasing chocolate-brown surfaces, hints of bluish overtones, and 
wisps of light tan, faded from original mint red. Our EAC grade 
XF45.

3011 1858 Large Letters MS66 NGC. High Leaves Reverse. Closed E 
in ONE. The final-year Flying Eagle cent was widely produced (24.6 
million coins), but that did not guarantee the issue’s collectibility 
in this grade. Rather, Premium Gems are scarce, and finer coins are 
virtually unseen. The obverse is razor-sharp and so is the reverse, 
except the inner leaves have been lapped. A wisp of copper toning 
through the wing is the only interruption of the pumpkin-gold 
color that dominates each side.

Collector-Grade Snow-9 Example 



3012 1856 Snow-9 Fine 12 PCGS. Snow-9 is believed to have been 
coined during the period between late 1857 and 1860, as restrikes 
that were to be sold to collectors. PCGS usually attributes Snow- 
9 as a proof variety, but the present coin, housed in an older 
pale blue label holder with moderate wear, is graded Fine 12. 
Circulated examples of Snow-9 make up a significant portion of 
the survivorship. This piece is particularly worn, although the 
major elements of the eagle and wreath designs remain clear. The 
surfaces have olive-tan and russet patina with old contact marks 
long smoothed over by circulation. A vertical pinscratch on the 
obverse that runs from the lower rim into the eagle’s breast serves as 
a useful pedigree marker.

1877 Cent, MS65 Red and Brown 
Seldom-Seen This Fine 



3013 1877 MS65 Red and Brown ANACS. Most collectors would be 
content with an example of the famed 1877 Indian Head cent in 
circulated condition. For those for whom quality is paramount, here 
is a lovely Gem with considerable Mint Red color that melds with 
areas of mellow golden-brown. Luster is frosty and vibrant, and 
there are only a few minor carbon spots and grazes on the obverse.

This PR65 Red example boasts profound 
copper-orange color and obvious field-device contrast on the 
reverse, though the effect is slightly more subdued on the obverse, 
thus preventing a Cameo designation. From a mintage of 1,500 
or so pieces.

This desirable chocolate-brown borderline-Uncirculated 
example displays traces of steel-blue toning on the reverse when 
rotated beneath a light. Partly lustrous and essentially unabraded 
with minor friction on Lincoln’s jaw and cheekbone. Far finer than 
the average example most collectors will encounter.

Premium Gem survivors 
are scarce regardless of color designation, and finer pieces are rare. 
This Plus-designated Red and Brown coin displays razor-sharp 
detail and broad, squared rims. Deep copper-red luster merges with 
burgundy-brown toning in the margins. Population: 29 in 66 (6 in 
66+) Red and Brown, 4 finer; 8 in 66 (1 in 66+) Red, 2 finer (9/18).

3017 1954 PR68 Red Deep Cameo PCGS. Of the 233,300 proof cents 
struck in 1954, only a dozen examples have been certified at this 
grade level at both services combined, and that total may include 
resubmissions. This mirrorlike Superb Gem features deep copper- 
orange color and eye-catching contrast. Housed in a green label 
holder.

1920-S Nickel, Luminous MS65 
A Rarity in This Condition 



3020 1920-S MS65 AN ACS. The 1920-S Buffalo nickel is a rarity in 
Gem condition, and only a few higher-grade representatives are 
known. Strike softness is a particular problem on this issue, keeping 
many pieces out of the MS65 grade category, where sharpness 
becomes a consideration. This coin is a trifle weak in the centers 
but is better struck than the average example of the date. Moderate 
die erosion in the fields does not appear to affect the central 
devices. Both sides display frosty luster and blended mint-green 
and yellow-gold toning. Wisps of lavender and ice-blue appear 
throughout.

1854 Three Cent Silver, MS66 
Toned and Satiny Condition Rarity 


3018 1854 MS66 PCGS Secure. This inaugural year of the Type Two 
design claims a relatively small mintage of 617,000 pieces, making 
this one of the scarcer issues with the double shield border. The 
obverse of the present coin is well-defined, while the reverse shows 
a hint of softness on the olive leaves. Both sides are toned in 
delicate lavender and golden-gray hues. The 1854 is rarely offered 
in MS66, and only a few finer pieces are known. Population: 16 in 
66 (1 in 66+), 2 finer (8/18).

One of the lowest mintages in the 
series was accomplished during the latter half of 1913 at the San 
Francisco Mint. Only 1.2 million of these 1913-S Type Two nickels 
were struck. Comparable Superb Gems are rare and unsurpassed. 
Central definition is crisp, and there is only a hint of softness on 
a few of the peripheral letters. Golden tones grace lightly frosted 
surfaces.

3021 1921-S MS65 PCGS. CAC. The luminous satin surfaces of this 
Gem 1921 -S Buffalo nickel are devoid of abrasions. Warm golden 
toning graces each side, adding to the eye appeal. The obverse is 
remarkably sharp in the center despite minor die erosion in the 
fields. Die wear on the reverse is more advanced, and the bison’s 
head and shoulder exhibit softened definition. An eye-appealing 
example of the date in a conditionally scarce grade. Few finer pieces 
are known. CAC-approved in a green label holder. Population: 81 
in 65 (7 in 65+), 9 finer.

The surfaces appear olive- 
gray at first glance, but when tilted beneath a light at just the 
right angle, lovely violet and gold undertones glow from partially 
reflective fields. There is no distinct wear, although the lower-left 
obverse and left-hand reverse are weakly struck where planchet 
adjustment marks angle across the eagle from the border. The 
surfaces are void of any post-minting problems or significant marks, 
and Fiberty’s upper hair strands are individually sharp.

3023 1801 V-l and V-2, LM-2, R.4, VF35 PCGS Secure. A relatively 
early die stage of the elusive 1801 half dime, which is scarce-to-rare 
in all grades. Struck from clashed dies, this LM-2 example lacks the 
severe die damage of later strikes. All of the motifs are well-defined 
to account for the Choice VF grade. L and I in LIBERTY are more 
distant than the LM-1 or LM-3 variants, and stars 1-3 are close 
together to confirm the LM-2 designation. Blue toning occupies 
the high points, while golden-gray patina graces the fields. The 
slightly uneven strike is expected on any 1801 half dime. This is 
an important opportunity for the Draped Bust half dime specialist 
looking for a solia mid-grade representative of the challenging 1801 
date.

A small spur 
on the lower right corner of the U in UNITED helps identify this 
collectible variety. Dynamic eye appeal, tied for finest-known of 
the LM-1 variety.

3024 1829 V-ll, LM-9, R.5, MS67 ★ NGC. LM-9 is rare in this 
condition, and the present piece is almost certainly the finest 
known. It is also among the few finest 1829 half dimes across all die 
varieties. Struck from an early die state, the fields retain substantial 
reflectivity, which complements the frosted luster of the devices. 
Neither side is toned in the least. Trivial strike weakness is seen 
only on the central-most hair curls of Liberty’s neck and the inner 
part of the eagle’s left (facing) wing, which is typical of the Capped 
Bust type. Abrasions are virtually nonexistent. This is an incredibly 
rare opportunity to acquire not only one of the finest 1829 half 
dimes known, but also likely the finest example of a rare die variety.

CAC. Two major varieties exist for the first-year Seated half dime, 
one with a Large Date, Curl Top 1, and a Script 8, and the other 
with a Small Date, Flat Top 1, and a Block 8. This is the slightly 
more often-seen variant. Olive-gold, peach-orange, red-violet, ana 
blue patina delicately paints each side of this exquisite Premium 
Gem. Liberty and the reverse wreath are fully defined, while marks 
are practically unseen.

Only CC-Mint Quarter Issue With Arrows 
Rare Condition Census Example 
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3038 1873-CC Arrows AU55 NGC. Briggs 1-A. The 1873-CC Seated Liberty quarter, with Arrows at the date, is a sought-after, low-mintage issue, with an 
even lower survival rate, especially in high grade. In his excellent series reference, The Mint on Carson Street , Rusty Goe estimates the surviving population at 
a meager 45-60 examples in all grades, a range that agrees well with the current PCGS CoinFacts estimate of 50 pieces extant. The appeal of the 1873-CC 
Arrows quarter extends far beyond the usual field of date collecting, as it is a must-have issue for branch mint type collectors, as well. Heritage Auctions is 
privileged to present this attractive Condition Census example, which has been off the market for many years, in this important offering. 

Among its other provisions, the Mint Act of February 12, 1873 changed the specifications for subsidiary U.S. silver coins, increasing the weight 
of the Seated Liberty quarter by a paltry .03 grams. To signify this change in weight, the Mint modified the design of the subsidiary coinage to include 
arrowheads beside the date part way through the year. The Arrows were removed from the design after 1874. The Carson City Mint struck limited 
mintages of both designs in 1873, but no quarters were struck in 1874, making the 1873 issue the only With Arrows quarter in the Carson City series. 

Only 12,462 Seated Liberty quarters of the Arrows design were struck at the Carson City Mint in 1873, all delivered in June and July. A single die variety 
has been identified. The obverse die featured the new Open 3 in the date and the reverse was the same die used to strike all 1870-CC, 1871-CC, and 1872- 
CC quarters, but it was different from the reverse used to strike the 1873-CC No Arrows coins. The Mint had suspended specie payments in 1861, and that 
policy was still in force in 1873. Rusty Goe reports the branch mints were instructed to only exchange silver coins for gold, or “for change less than one 
dollar in settlement for gold deposits.” It seems there was little demand for quarters in the regional economy under these conditions, as the Carson City Mint 
produced only small mintages in the years from 1870 through 1873, and none were struck in 1874. While a number of 1873 Arrows quarters were released into 
circulation, it seems likely that a significant part of the mintage was stockpiled as unneeded at the time of issue. Records indicate many of the No Arrows coins 
were melted as uncurrent after July of 1873, and it is possible that some of the stockpiled Arrows coins were also melted at this time. 

Of the coins released into circulation, few were saved by contemporary collectors, as there was little interest in collecting branch mint issues before 
Augustus Heaton published his landmark treatise , Mintmarks, in 1893. Heaton recognized the rarity of both the 1873-CC Arrows and No Arrows quarters 
in his book, noting “Both are exceedingly rare.” The 1873-CC Arrows quarter began appearing at auction at least as early as the W.M. Friesner Collection 
(Edouard Frossard, 6/1894), lot 831, where the cataloger noted the coin was only in Good condition, but scarce. Most examples seen today are in lower 
circulated grades, ranging from Poor to Very Fine. 

Only two examples are known in Mint State, the MS65 PCGS former Norweb coin and the fabulous MS64 PCGS example from the famous Louis E, 
Eliasberg/Gene Gardner Collections (the Norweb coin was formerly certified MS65 NGC and that citation still appears in the NGC Census). Below those 
two coins, three examples in AU55 round out the Condition Census for the issue, two at PCGS and this single example at NGC. This attractive Choice AU 
specimen exhibits just a touch of wear on the design elements, but the reverse die was showing some deterioration after its three previous uses, and some slight 
porosity and evidence of rust can be detected on the lower reverse. The lightly abraded surfaces are toned in pleasing shades of lavender-gray and golden-tan 
toning, with a few traces of original mint luster underneath. This coin will be the capstone of a fine collection of Seated Liberty quarters. Census: 1 in 55, 1 
finer (8/18).

Briggs 2-B. This Gem quarter 
traces its pedigree back to the Richmond Collection, and then 
to the Eugene H. Gardner Collection. Mottled champagne-gold, 
russet, and olive hues embrace surfaces that remain frosty and 
brilliant beneath the iridescent patina. The left-hand stars are 
fully detailed, while the upper right-hand stars are typically flat, 
diagnostic of the variety. The eagle is boldly defined with a touch 
of softness on the olive leaves. A few small, dark toning spots on 
the reverse are the simplest pedigree markers, yet the wonderful 
preservation, distinctive toning, and extraordinary eye appeal are 
the coin’s best identifiers.

Conditionally Rare New Orleans Issue 



3040 1891-0 MS64 NGC. CAC. Briggs 1-A. Following the Civil War, 
the New Orleans Mint did not resume coinage operations under 
federal control until 1879. It was reopened partly in response to 
the legislative demands of the Bland-Allison Act of 1878, which 
called for the coinage of new standard silver dollars in staggering 
quantities. However, silver dollar coinage in ‘79 also brought about 
a near-halt in coinage of quarter dollars for the better part of the 
1880s. Only token quantities of the smaller denomination were 
struck from 1879 to 1888, and all at the Philadelphia Mint. It was 
not until 1891 that the New Orleans Mint finally resumed quarter 
dollar coinage, striking 68,000 pieces. The following year, Charles 
Barber’s Liberty Head design debuted, meaning that the 1891-0 is 
the only O-mint Seated Liberty quarter dollar to bear the motto IN 
GOD WE TRUST. 

This issue is a rarity in Mint State, and only a handful of pieces 
are known finer than the present. This piece displays radiant satin 
luster and sharp stars.

1993 series reference, Randy Wiley and Bill Bugert speculate that 
only five examples of the 1849 proof remain extant. The current 
population data from the leading grading services shows a total of 
seven pieces certified in all grades, including an unknown number 
of resubmissions and crossovers (9/18). The six examples known to 
us are listed in our roster below. 

The example we offer in this lot displays colorful cobalt-blue 
toning, which occurs mostly in the recessed areas, some yellow- 
gold and lavender around the rim areas, and light reddish-brown 
patination, mostly in the fields. The design elements are exquisitely 
struck, with no areas of weakness, and there is a noticeable contrast 
against the reflective fields. The surfaces are well-preserved, with 
no significant contact marks or unsightly spots. A small lint mark is 
located in the field just beneath the cap, and a minuscule contact 
mark is seen on Liberty’s eyebrow, which serve to identify the piece.

VR Bowers Die State III. Congressional legislation authorizing 
establishment of the Mint contained language that delayed filling 
the highest levels of Mint personnel — in particular, the proposed 
Chief Coiner (Henry Voigt) and the Assayer of the United States 
Mint (Albion Cox). A surety bond of $10,000 was required for each 
position as part of the Mint & Coinage Act of 1792, and such a huge 
sum was beyond the resources of all but the wealthiest of individuals 
in the early 1790s, regardless of their qualifications and talent. 

Research by David Finkelstein (published in the in the 
December 2015 John Reich Journal) clarifies how this seemingly 
impossible obstacle was met. First, Mint Director David 
Rittenhouse lobbied Congress — with the aid of President 
Washington and Secretary of State Thomas Jefferson — to 
modify the surety bond requirements, eventually achieving new 
legislation that lowered the bonds to $5,000 for the Chief Coiner 
and $1,000 for the Assayer. These were still large sums. Contrary 
to conventional thought, David Rittenhouse did not provide the 
surety bond for Henry Voigt. A quartet of politically connected 
men stepped forward on Voigt’s behalf — Frederick Augustus 
Muhlenberg, Peter Muhlenberg, Henry Kammerer, and Nicholas 
Lutz — posting the bond on April 4, 1794. Albion Cox’s bond was 
posted on April 10, 1794 by Charles Gilchrist. 

That hurdle cleared, the Mint still struggled to produce the 
flagship of the silver series, the mandated 1794 silver dollar. Its 
large diameter was beyond the capabilities of the Mint’s screw press, 
which was better suited for copper coinage than silver, and of a 
size no larger than a half dollar. An initial mintage of 2,000 silver 
dollars was reduced by 242 unacceptable coins, and many of the 
remaining 1,758 dollars were weakly struck from misaligned dies. 
Less than 10% of that mintage survives today. 

In addition to 134 documented specimens recorded in the 
Martin A. Logies reference, The Flowing Hair Silver Dollars of 1794, 
we are aware of two other previously unlisted specimens for a 
confirmed total of 136 surviving 1794 dollars. Of these, at least 
35% are impaired in one way or another. 

This documented example is the “Goldberg May ‘07” coin, 
described on page 201 of the Logies book, where it is noted as 
“Scratched and Tooled.” Now housed in a VF Details NGC holder 
as Repaired and Damaged, it shows light tooling in Liberty’s hair and 
smoothing of the obverse fields, most likely to minimize some old 
pinscratches and graffiti. Small obverse digs are numerous across the 
obverse — best viewed with a loupe, although they are somewhat 
less obvious in-hand. An old cleaning is now mellowed, while the 
reverse appears virtually problem-free for the grade and smoothly 
toned in golden-gray shades. Most of Liberty’s hair strands are well- 
defined, while the date is weak but visible at all four digits. 

Any 1794 dollar is important and historic, and widely sought by 
collectors. We expect considerable interest when this example is 
called.

3071 1795 Flowing Hair, Three Leaves, Silver Plug, B-7, BB-18, 
R.3, AU50 PCGS. Bowers Die State I. The B-7, BB-18 variety is 
R.3 or scarce overall, but it is a much greater rarity with the silver 
plug. The BB-18 variety (Bolender-7) is one of the Flowing Hair 
varieties to show a Mint inserted silver plug more often than other 
die marriages. 

What makes the present piece so distinctive is the presence not 
only of a silver plug, but also of die adjustment marks. The Mint 
experimented with different ways to bring non-standard planchets 
to the proper weight. Overweight planchets were easier to fix — a 
file did the trick, although the adjuster’s expertise was necessary to 
not file away too much weight. Lightweight planchets were more 
troublesome. Either they were put aside for remelting, or a small 
hole was drilled in the center of the planchet, and a silver plug 
inserted to raise the weight back to standard. At that point, the 
planchet was struck, and the silver plug spread across both surfaces, 
bonding with the surrounding planchet. 

The silver dollar was the flagship silver coin of the United 
States in the 1790s. When it was taken abroad, it represented 
the young republic’s financial stability. It was important that the 
coins weigh exactly 26.96 grams, both in domestic trade and in 
international transactions, struck from .900 silver and .100 copper. 

The strike is sharp on this About Uncirculated example. 
Liberty’s hair lacks detail just over the ear where adjustment marks 
angle across the portrait. Iridescent gray-rose and lilac toning is 
seen over each side in equal portions, and there are no obvious or 
mentionable surface blemishes other than the above-mentioned 
diagonal adjustment marks and the vague outline of a silver plug, 
most visible on the eagle’s breast. This is a rare opportunity to acquire 
an example of the conscientiousness of the early Mint officials.

1895 proof rarity. The 1895 Morgan dollar was struck to the extent 
of 880 coins, a normal production total for proof silver dollars. 
Following standard practice, these were distributed in silver proof 
sets for the year. However, those sets were largely broken up by 
collectors to access the silver dollar. An absence of circulation 
strikes from Philadelphia that year caused the 1895 proof dollar to 
be a recognized rarity by early 1896. Later, the Chapman brothers 
suggested that no circulation strikes were ever produced, and that 
school of thought prevails today among many numismatists. A 
Mint document reports a coinage of 12,000 circulation strikes, but 
whether or not these pieces were actually struck does not change 
the modern day reality: no circulation strike 1895 silver dollars 
have ever been available to collectors. 

The 1895 proof is the king of the Morgan dollars today, a 
necessary acquisition for every collector looking to complete a 
date and mintmark set. This example is well-struck and reflective.

In the Indian half eagle series, the 
1929 is the rarest issue overall. However, the rarest date in 
Uncirculated condition is the 1909-0. Since our Permanent 
Auction Archives began in 1993, we have handled a Mint 
State 1909-0 on 77 occasions, including duplicate appearances 
by some coins. Moreover, most of these coins were in MS60 or 
MS61. This contrasts with the auction appearance rate of the 
1929, which we have handled in Uncirculated condition 128 
times. Additionally, most of the 1929s that we have seen graded 
MS63 or MS64. The 1929 is a melt rarity that survives almost 
entirely in Mint State. The 1909-0 is a low-mintage key date with 
a high attrition rate. Only 34,200 coins were struck. 

This About Uncirculated 1909-0 is as close to Mint State as 
possible without qualifying for an MS60 grade, and it possesses 
many attractive attributes of its higher-grade counterparts: luster, 
sharp detail, and moderate eye appeal. It does have a brush of high- 
point friction and scattered abrasions, although these are expected.

The BD'7 is one of the 
more available varieties, probably accounting for 10,000'15,000 
pieces of the reported mintage. John Dannreuther believes 250'350 
examples are still extant in all grades. 

The present coin is an attractive Mint State example, with vivid 
lemon'yellow and greenish'gold surfaces. The design elements are 
sharply detailed, and the surfaces retain much prooflike reflectivity 
in sheltered areas.

The 
explanation for the die lines is unclear; they are not clash marks 
from the shield. Instead, it appears that a file or similar corrugated 
metallic object was inadvertently pressed into the obverse die, akin 
to the 1804 Spiked Chin half cent.

3179 1864-S AU55 NGC. The 1864-S is one of the rarest dates in 
the entire Liberty eagle series. David Hall, writing for CoinFacts, 
considers it the second-rarest Liberty ten, trailing only the ultra- 
rare 1875. This issue is often the last to be acquired by collectors 
who assemble complete date and mintmark sets. It is more difficult 
to locate an 1864-S Liberty ten than most of the more highly 
heralded Carson City keys. Certainly, this issue has room for even 
greater collector appreciation. 

The San Francisco Mint struck a paltry 2,500 Liberty tens in 
1864, all of which entered circulation. This issue is unknown today 
in Mint State, and there are but 22 to 26 circulated pieces extant 
according to PCGS (25 to 30 coins, per Doug Winter’s estimate). 
Since our Permanent Auction Archives began in 1993, we have 
handled an example of this issue on only 18 occasions, including 
three ungraded pieces with a Details designation. This figure also 
includes more than one appearance of some individual coins. 
Within the last decade, we have handled just seven different 1864- 
S eagles. The most recent of these, an XF40 PCGS coin, was in 
lot 4264 of the Long Beach Signature (Heritage, 2/2018), where 
it realized $114,000. The last AU-level coin that we handled was 
the Donald E. Bendy AU53 NGC piece (Heritage, 3/2014), which 
garnered $146,875. The present example surpasses both of those 
coins in grade and eye appeal. 

This Choice AU coin is tied for the finest 1864-S Liberty ten 
known, and it is the first example in this top-most grade that we 
have ever handled. Elements of luster remain in the protected 
portions of the fields, complementing sharp design details that have 
only trivial high-point wear. The fields show light chatter but have 
no singular abrasions. This is an 1864-S Liberty eagle worthy of 
being dubbed one of the finest known. 

NGC has seen only eight submissions in all grades, with two 
AU55 coins being the finest; PCGS also lists two AU55 coins 
at the top of their Population Report (8/18).

The date is apparently from a logotype used 
for silver dollars. We disagree with Garrett and Guth when they 
state “The date size is not hugely dramatic.” The few Large Date 
1854 twenties we have seen are immediately obvious as the digits in 
the date fill almost the entire space available in the exergual area. 

The breakdown of 1854 twenties from the S.S. Central America 
is interesting with 36 Small Date and 7 Large Date coins recovered. 
This would indicate that this issue is one that still has many coins 
left to be discovered in dealer’s inventories. Many collectors and 
dealers are not aware of the Large Date’s existence, nor of its rarity 
and subsequent value. What is extraordinary about this coin is not 
just that it is a Large Date, but its grade. It is tied with one other 
example at PCGS for finest known (9/18). Most of the coins we 
have offered in past auctions have been XF or (mostly) AU. This is 
just the ninth time we have offered an Uncirculated example of the 
1854 Large Date twenty in the past 25 years — representing only 
six different coins, and one of them was net graded.

Augustus 
Humbert brought the dies — designed by Charles Cushing 
Wright, who was the contract engraver for the Philadelphia 
Mint — to San Francisco upon appointment as United States 
Assayer. Initial plans were for octagonal pieces to be made in 
denominations of $50, $100, $200, $500, and $1,000 by varying 
the thickness of the ingots. The $50 denomination was of greatest 
importance to the local economy and for custom duties. 

The dies were incomplete by design, leaving room for 
legends, fineness, and value to be hand applied at the Assay 
Office. No fewer than 13 separate hand punches were required 
to finish a single $50 gold piece — eight punches for the edge 
devices, plus three numeral punches for the 887 fineness, 
and two punches for the 50 dollar denomination. The labor- 
intensive process was simplified later in the year when a Reeded 
Edge variety replaced the Lettered Edge design.

(commonly called slugs) are among the most recognizable artifacts of the romantic Gold Rush era. The large octagonal coins are familiar to 
collectors of all disciplines, and even non-numismatists often make the historical connection when they encounter an example. They are rare and 
valuable reminders of one of the most colorful periods in our nation’s history. Heritage Auctions is privileged to present the finest-certified example 
of the iconic K-4 variety in this important offering. 

From September 30, 1850 until December of 1853, the private coinage firm of Moffat & Co. (and its successor firms) acted under government 
contract as the United States Assay Office of Gold. The Assay Office was initially tasked with performing government assays and issuing ingots 
that could serve as a universally accepted medium of exchange, but its role as a producer of private coinage was later expanded. Augustus Humbert, 
a New York watch maker, was appointed United States Assayer. Before leaving for California, Humbert prepared both obverse and reverse dies for 
the proposed ingots and transported them to California, along with other needed equipment. Prominent coin dealer Henry Chapman provided an 
interesting description of the design for the the 1851 K-4 fifty in lot 353 of the Captain Andrew C. Zabriskie Collection (6/1909): 

“1851 $50. Defiant eagle to left, head to right, supports a U.S. shield and three arrows in right talon, a scroll inscribed LIBERTY passes 
through beak; around UNITED STATES OF AMERICA below 50 D C the 50 punched in and a blank space left before the C, evidently 
with the intention of punching in the number of carats, above 887 THOUS. R. Engine turned, with 50 in center. Edge, AUGUSTUS 
HUMBERT UNITED STATES ASSAYER OF GOLD CALIFORNIA 1851 Borders, plain. Octagon. Fine. Two slight nicks on edge. Very 
rare.” 

Present day numismatists believe Chapman was in error about the C indicating carats. It seems more likely that the initials D and C 
stood for dollars and cents, and the fineness was also punched in individually in the blank space before THOUS., making it possible to easily 
issue ingots of various sizes and fineness by simply punching in the appropriate values. Of course, the edge lettering also had to be applied 
in eight separate steps, punching in the appropriate words and numerals on each side of the octagonal coin. All these separate punchings 
made for a labor-intensive production process, and the Lettered Edge format was soon replaced by the more efficient Reeded Edge type. All 
the Humbert fifties were widely accepted in both domestic and foreign trade, as the coins were of full weight and value. Most of the old 
lettered edge coins were melted for recoinage at an early date, making them much more elusive than their reeded edge counterparts. 

The coin in the Zabriskie sale realized $300, a strong price at the time. Of course, recent auction prices for the K-4 are much higher, in the $200,000 
to $300,000 range for a really nice specimen, but there are no real comparables for this piece, as no coin graded finer than MS62 has ever been publicly 
offered. The present coin is a spectacular Select specimen that NGC has certified with the Star designation. It is by far the finest-known example, as 
no other coin has been certified higher than MS62 at either of the leading grading services (9/18). The design elements are unusually sharp, with fine 
detail in the feathers on the eagle’s neck and all lettering legible. The edge is hidden by the NGC holder, but the description of this coin in its last 
auction appearance, before certification, notes the edge lettering is complete. The yellow and orange-gold surfaces are remarkably well-preserved, 
with only a few minor contact marks on both sides. Unlike most examples seen, the rims show no blunted corners or major dents. The reverse radiates 
vibrant mint luster and the obverse displays much prooflike reflectivity in the fields. Overall eye appeal is terrific. For the advanced collector, there is 
no adequate replacement for this finest-known example. It has been 24 years since its last public offering and it may be decades before this coin surfaces 
again. The discerning collector will bid accordingly. Listed on page 397 of the 2019 Guide Book. Census: 1 in 63 (1 in 63 ★), 0 finer (9/18).

Last of the Octagonal Gold Rush ‘Slugs’

K-14, High R.5. Dated as 1852 but actually struck in 1853, the 
900 thous. fifty dollar octagonal ingots were an end run in a game 
of political football. August 31, 1852 legislation prohibited the 
acceptance of Assay Office gold coins for customs duties because 
they were less than the .900 fineness specified by law and they 
lacked the proper percentage of copper alloy. The mandate crippled 
both the usefulness of The United States Assay Office of Gold 
and had devastating effects on the regional economy. Finally in 
October, 1852 a local agreement was reached to forego the proper 
mixture of copper as long as any gold coinage maintained its .900 
fineness as required by law. 

A substantial mintage of 23,800 fifty dollar octagonal slugs were 
delivered in early 1853 — 13,800 pieces in January 1853 and 10,000 
more in February 1853. Soon, large quantities of ten and twenty 
dollar gold coins followed, and the usefulness of the cumbersome fifty 
dollar gold slugs declined. Eventually, most of the large octagonal 
gold pieces were melted as a convenient source of bullion. 

This Choice About Uncirculated example is one of the 
few survivors from the turbulent Gold Rush period. As always, 
numerous small abrasions dot the surfaces, although the corners are 
sharp and only minor rim bumps exist. The engine turned reverse 
shows just a few pinpoint marks and voids. Attractive orange-gold 
color deepens within recesses of the eagle motif, and surrounds 
the obverse lettering. The strike is blunt on the eagle’s breast, but 
all of the motifs are complete including the date and the angled 
legend UNITED STATES ASSAY OFFICE OF GOLD SAN 
FRANCISCO CALIFORNIA.

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1855 Kellogg & Co. Fifty Dollar, K-4, PR63 
‘King of Territorial Gold Coins’ 

14 Examples Traced 
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3256 1855 Kellogg & Co. Fifty Dollar PR63 NGC. Adams-54, Breen-7921, Kagin-4, High R.6. Any fifty dollar gold coin is an impressive 
numismatic item. The massive presence of these beautiful pieces captures the attention and holds the respect of any viewer. The Kellogg fifty dollar 
slug probably owes its existence to its potential as an advertisement, rather than to any commercial need for such a coin, but numismatic history is 
much richer for its presence. 

The Kellogg firm was operating at full speed turning out their twenty dollar gold coins in 1855. With this denomination well established and 
serving admirably in the local economy, it is unlikely there was any pressing need for the fifty dollar piece. While Edgar Adams pays lip service to 
the idea that a larger denomination was desired by local merchants to facilitate counting of large sums, the fact that only two dozen or so pieces 
were minted indicates actual demand was not great. Instead, the small mintage of presentation pieces was a statement about the quality of Kellogg’s 
products and the ability of the firm to match Wass, Molitor & Co. in the production of large denomination gold coins. 

John Glover Kellogg arrived in San Francisco on October 12, 1849. He was originally from Auburn, New York and came West to seek his 
fortune at the height of the gold rush. He initially took a position with Moffat & Co., and remained with that firm during their operation as the 
United States Assay Office of Gold. When Moffat & Co. closed down in late 1853, prior to transitioning their facility to the new San Francisco 
Mint, Kellogg established a partnership with assayer G.F. Richter. The new firm of Kellogg & Richter was located at No. 106 Montgomery Street, 
in the basement of J.R Haven’s building. Initially, the firm acted only as an assay office, but California merchants and bankers petitioned them 
on January 14, 1854 to produce coins for the local economy. The intention seems to be for Kellogg & Richter to fill the gap between the closing 
of Moffat & Co. and the opening of the San Francisco Mint. Kellogg & Richter embraced the opportunity enthusiastically, and their first twenty 
dollar gold coin was minted on February 9, 1854. The coins were immediately popular with the public, and the California economy easily absorbed 
all the coinage the Kellogg firm could produce. Since production was modest at the new Mint in 1854, Kellogg continued producing his private 
coinage through 1855. By late 1854, Kellogg had dissolved his partnership with Richter and taken a new partner, Augustus Humbert. Humbert had 
popularized the dramatic eagle design used on the back of the Kellogg fifty dollar slug when he was a principal of the United States Assay Office of 
Gold. Ferdinand Gruner was the engraver of the slug. The Wass, Molitor & Co. firm was Kellogg’s main competition in the private coinage industry, 
and they were famous for their giant fifty dollar slugs. Kellogg undoubtedly produced his artistically superior slug to demonstrate his firm’s ability to 
keep pace with the competition at all levels of the private coinage trade. 

The present specimen is an extremely attractive example of this spectacular issue. An exemplary strike complements the reflective fields to 
produce stunning eye appeal. Every detail of Gruner’s intricate design is fully realized, and enticing Femon-yellow patina radiates from the proof 
surfaces. A few handling marks and rim bruises are unavoidable with such a large coin, and are consistent with the grade. PCGS has graded only one 
coin in PR63, with two higher. NGC has certified two examples (including the present coin) in PR63, with three finer (9/18). 

No mintage records were kept for this issue. Experts believe perhaps 20-25 coins were produced, all as presentation pieces, with 12-15 examples 
extant today. We have compiled a roster of all specimens known to us below. The California Historical Society has justly called the Kellogg fifty the 
“King of Territorial Gold Coins.” Fisted on page 407 of the 2019 Guide Book. 

Roster of 1855 Proof Kellogg & Co. Fifty Dollars 

This roster was compiled from many sources, expanding on previous efforts hy Walter Breen and DeWitt Smith, with extensive contributions by Mark Borckardt 
and Dave Stone of Heritage Auctions, numismatic researchers P. Scott Rubin and Karl Moulton, and pioneer gold specialist Don Kagin. It is believed that 14 
examples of this famous rarity survive, but some earlier appearances are unaccounted for. The associated number from Walter Breen’s roster has been included 
where applicable. Grades of the coins in private hands are listed per the most recent auction appearance. Population data indicates many of the coins that were 
not certified at their last public offering have since been submitted for third party grading, and some of the certified coins have undoubtedly been resubmitted or 
crossed over.

The firm of Harris, Marchand & Co. operated offices in Sacramento 
and Marysville, California. Harvey Harris was originally from 
Denmark and Desire Marchand came from Belgium by way of Paris, 
France. While he was in France he studied assaying techniques 
at the Paris Mint, earning him the right to use the distinctive 
registered assayer’s stamp seen on this ingot. The Sacramento 
office was established in late September 1855 and the branch in 
Marysville began operations the following January. The Harris and 
Marchand partnership continued operating their assay offices until 
September 1859. Later, Harvey Harris performed assays in western 
Nevada until his death in Gold Hill (near Carson City and Virginia 
City) in 1894. 

Ingots discovered among items recovered in the S.S. Central 
America treasure included those of five different manufacturers. 
By far the most plentiful of these were ingots from the Kellogg & 
Humbert firm. All others, including Blake & Co., Henry Hentsch, 
Justh & Hunter, and Harris Marchand are much scarcer. The 
Harris, Marchand & Co. ingots are the third rarest with 37 ingots 
discovered. Serial numbers for 36 of these ranged from 6278 to 
6528 with one example showing 7095. It has been speculated that 
this higher serial number may have been produced in Marysville 
with the others all from Sacramento. Of the 37 ingots recovered, 
22 had a higher fineness than this example, and eight ingots had a 
higher weight. 

This large size ingot shows light yellow-gold color with a hint of 
green. The top face reads: No 6476 / Harris Marchand hallmark in 
a curved line / round hallmark MARCHAND ESSAYEUR / 56.65 
OZ / 856 FINE / $1002.42. This ingot measures 42 x 112 x 22 mm 
and is from ingot mold H&Ms-03.

Henry 
Hentsch is a lesser-known name from the California Gold Rush 
era. No coins were issued under his name, only gold ingots, and 
to our knowledge none of those were known until the salvage of 
the S.S. Central America in 1988-1989. Hentsch was a relative 
latecomer to California. He arrived on the Sonoma in mid'1854, 
and did not open his assay office until February 2, 1856. At that 
time, Hentsch was 38 years old. The success of any private assayer 
in San Francisco depended upon the reputation of the owners. 
Hentsch was not only an assayer but he was also a banker, and his 
assaying office was located next door to his bank on the corner of 
Montgomery and Jackson streets. Hentsch was a Swiss citizen and 
prior to his arrival in San Francisco he apparently made a solid 
reputation in Europe, a reputation that transferred to his banking 
/ assaying interests in California, where he advertised the issuance 
of Bills of Exchange in New York, Liverpool, London, Frankfort, 
Hamburg, Berlin, Paris, and Geneva. 

Hentsch ingots represented the smallest number of ingots 
recovered from the S.S. Central America . Of the 532 ingots 
recovered, only 33 had the Hentsch hallmark, closely followed by 
Blake & Co. with 34. This is a large-sized ingot from mold HH-04. 
The legends are neatly laid out on the top of the ingot: No 3113 
/ 849 FINE / Hy HENTSCH / Oz 83.54 / $1466.16. The surfaces 
are unaffected by incrustations often seen on ingots from this 
shipwreck. A long, curved scratch extends from the upper-left of 
the top side down to the middle right-side; undoubtedly from the 
salvage operation 30 years ago. The ingot measures 56 x 104 x 25 
mm. This is a rarely encountered, large-sized ingot from this little- 
known California assayer.

Ingots and privately issued coinage form the backbone of our 
numismatic understanding of the Gold Rush period. These relics 
provide a direct connection to the entrepreneurial individuals from 
the Eastern United States and around the world who ventured to 
the furthest reaches of the American frontier in search of fortune, 
often risking everything. 

In the earliest years of the Gold Rush, there was a distinct 
shortage of circulating coinage and a lack of means to convert the 
large quantities of gold ore being discovered into a usable circulating 
medium. Firms like J.H. Bowie and Norris, Gregg, & Norris set up 
assaying and coining operations, but these were relatively small 
in scale. The proliferation of unscrupulous coiners and assayers 
made it difficult for the Western public to discern whether the 
coins and ingots that did circulate were of the proper standard. 
Most merchants carried a set of scales on hand to measure raw, 
unconverted gold dust, which was often used to make purchases in 
the absence of coinage. The value of the dust varied tremendously, 
however, making commerce exceedingly challenging. 

Two firms quickly became instrumental in the creation of 
universally respected gold coins and ingots in the San Francisco 
area. The first was Moffat & Co., for whom John G. Kellogg and 
Augustus Humbert both worked prior to establishing their own 
partnership of Kellogg & Humbert in 1855, becoming the other 
leading assaying and coining business in the West. To what extent 
did Kellogg & Humbert dominate the market for producing ingots? 
Prior to the discovery of the S.S. Central America in the late 1980s 
we could only speculate, but the treasure recovered off the Carolina 
coast provided concrete evidence. Five makers were represented 
among the more than 500 gold ingots initially recovered from the 
wreckage. Kellogg & Humbert’s bars, 346 in all, made up more than 
60% of the ingots found. 

More than just tell the story of a prominent California assayer, 
this impressive ingot serves as a tangible vestige of a critical 
cross-continent trade that took place during the 1850s. With the 
Philadelphia Mint’s statutory price for an ounce of gold set at 
$20.67 and the market price on the West coast ranging between 
$16 and $18 per ounce, traders were able to profit off the difference 
by exporting large quantities of the yellow metal to places like 
New York. In fact, that was the S.S. Central America’s intended 
destination after leaving the port of Havana, Cuba. The vital role 
the ship and the ingots it carried played in the east-west trade 
further deepened the economic crisis known as the Panic of 1857. 

This is an impressive medium to large size ingot. The top side is 
evenly laid out: No 612 / K&H hallmark / 40.64 Oz / 925 FINE / 
$777.09. The ingot number is repeated on the upper portion of the 
back side in a smaller, different font. Each of the six sides are bright 
yellow-gold with only the slightest incrustation from the iron hull 
of the ship seen on the back side. The top side shows a number of 
small depressions, a result of the casting process. A larger but still 
shallow circular depression from casting is located in the center of 
the (1857) dollar value on the lower portion of the top side. The 
ingot measures 44 x 97 x 15 mm.

Nancy Oliver and Richard Kelly published a fascinating article in 
the October 2017 edition of The Numismatist, detailing an often 
forgotten but no less important personage involved in the firm of 
Kellogg & Humbert: John Hewston, Jr. Hewston’s past is colorful 
and shows him to be something of a renaissance man. According to 
Oliver and Kelly’s article “When Push Comes to Shove,” Hewston 
had obtained a medical degree by his early 20s, but opted not to 
pursue a career in medicine. The authors explain: 

“He became interested in surveying and was appointed to 
the Government Survey along the coast of Florida and the 
Carolinas under Professor Alexander Dallas Bache, a well- 
known expert in steamboat surveying. Shortly thereafter, 
he was hired as a melter/refiner at the Philadelphia Mint, 
located in his hometown. After Hewston demonstrated his 
proficiency in this capacity, U.S. President Franklin Pierce 
sent him to help establish the San Francisco Mint.” 

Hewston arrived in San Francisco in November 1853 and 
presumably got to work getting the facility ready for opening. He 
was present in April 1854 when the nascent California branch mint 
began taking deposits, but mechanical problems caused production 
to be delayed by two weeks. This experience, and others relating to 
the way the new mint was governed, did not sit well with Hewston. 
He pursued private ventures on the side, including contracting for 
Kellogg & Humbert, the most established and respected refining 
and assaying service in San Francisco. Apparently, the partners 
were impressed with Hewston’s work and offered to pay him $6,000 
to leave the San Francisco Mint, which he did. Oliver and Kelly 
present a letter Hewston wrote on May 31, 1855 in which he 
stated: 

“I am engaged with Kellogg and Humbert in their Assay 
office, and they give as much pay as the Mint did — besides 
I have a place for my laboratory in their office and all I 
can make out of it. I have several analyses] on hand at the 
present time.” 

Hewston would work alongside John Kellogg through 1866. 
In 1860, when the firm of Kellogg & Humbert was dissolved, 
Kellogg entered into a new business arrangement with Hewston 
and Cashier J.H. Stearns, declaring in the April 2 issue of the Alta 
California: 

“Dr. John Hewston, the practical assayer and chemist of the 
house, is well known to us, having in early days sat in the 
same school. A number of years under the ablest anatomist 
and chemist in Philadelphia, with a mind bent upon his 
studies, has fitted him fully to fill his position with ability 
and judgment.” 

John Hewston, Jr. was, without, question deeply involved in the 
production of this and other Kellogg & Humbert ingots. His story is 
one of many woven into the fabric of this Gold Rush souvenir. This 
medium to large-size ingot has devices that are well-spaced with an 
evenly and deeply impressed K&H hallmark. The top side reads: 
No 634 / K&H hallmark / 48.30 Oz / 840 FINE / $838.69. The 
individual ingot number is repeated at the top of the back side in 
a different and smaller font. The surfaces overall are bright yellow- 
gold with just a few flecks and streaks of incrustation from the ship’s 
hull evident. The ingot measures: 44 x 98 x 20 mm.

The loss at sea of the S.S. Central America on September 12, 1857 
took the lives of 426 people and cost an estimated $1.5 million 
in registered treasure. Shortly after the ship’s sinking questions 
were raised about the seaworthiness of the ship. The Panama 
correspondent of the San Francisco Evening Bulletin published a 
lengthy report on two recent accidents that undoubtedly weakened 
the structure and stability of the vessel. 

There had been two recent strandings of the Central America 
(formerly the George Law), one on a Florida reef 15 months 
prior to the ship’s sinking and the second a stranding near the 
port of Aspinwall on April 30, 1857. After the first stranding in 
Florida that lasted 16 hours, a considerable amount of the copper 
undergirding of the ship was either damaged or lost. Once freed 
from the reef, the ship proceeded to Aspinwall. As the reporter 
stated: “Every ship-master will tell you that in that harbor 
(Aspinwall), a vessel with her copper off, will get any quantity of 
worms in her wood in a short time, and it is surprising how quickly 
they will work into the timbers, making a complete honeycomb 
of them ... “ The hull was not coppered again until several months 
after the first stranding, leading to the inevitable conclusion that 
the hull was weakened by worms that were then sealed into the 
ship when it was re-coppered. The Aspinwall grounding left the 
ship “hung by the middle” and the solution to freeing the vessel 
lay in evacuating all the passengers on board, thus allowing the 
ship to rise sufficiently to float free of the reef once the tide came 
in. It has been proved that the subsequent shipwreck in September 
was not caused by shipworms. However, the hull of the ship was 
undoubtedly weakened by these two strandings and the inevitable 
worms that were sealed into the hull once the ship was re-coppered. 
When the hurricane hit the vessel in September, the attempt to 
jettison heavy and possibly unnecessary cargo proved fruitless and 
after the overnight bailing of water the ship had taken on, the S.S. 
Central America slipped beneath the waves on the morning of the 
12th of September. 

After the initial panic of the loss of so many lives and treasure 
at sea, the wreck of the Central America was largely forgotten until 
1988 when the Columbus-America Discovery Group began to 
recover much of the gold from the floor of the ocean. This large size 
ingot has its identifying legends nicely laid out. The top side reads: 
No 766 / K&H hallmark / 61.89 Oz / 905 FINE / $1157.83. The top 
of the back side repeats the ingot number but in a different font and 
size. The ingot measures 44 x 97 x 25 mm. All six faces are bright 
yellow-gold with only the slightest trace of copper color on the left 
side.

The NGC holder indicates Obverse Rim Damage, which 
consists of two small, inconspicuous triangular indents — one 
beneath the first T of DIPLOMATIST, and another just left of B 
in BENJAMIN. While the medal’s edge is not visible, the holder 
identifies the SCH-GM-119 variety (Plain Edge), which is much 
scarcer than the usual Tiffany Edge medals of this design.

Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, Texas. The arbitrator’s award may 
be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction.
